(l) H A T our prefcnt, worthy, 

and much efttemcdTruftte, 
who have had' the goodnefs 
to accept of the care and 
protedlion of thefti, may, by 
this litde abllradt of the Hate, nature, and 
appointment of ' thefe Charities, have as little 
trouble as pofflble in acquainting thetnfelves, 
with all. that is required, of them, for their 
ptoteding and preferving thefe- Charities ao- 
cotdiBg to their true deftinition.

(2.) That fucceeding Tniftees, as vacancies 
ihall happen, may at their firft entrance upon 

the trafty without the trouble of reading and 

• * 

fearching into the long deeds of fettlement^ 
know all that is material in them $ and haye 
a full and certain iniight into all the parti- 
cularities of, the nature and conftitution of the 
feveral Charities, which by their eleftion^ they 
take upon them, to keep up in their true 
ufes and operation* 

(3.) That hereby, as much as is poiHble, all 
deviation from the iirft, true, and legally 
cftabliflied order of thefe Foundations, which 
length of time is apt to produce in moft thiqgs, 
may be prevented. There being a confidera- 
ble number of thefe little printed Books, to 
be carefully preferv^d for futurity, one of 
which is conftantly to be given to every new 
Truftee, at the time of his eledion. 

(4.) That the Town of King' s-Clrffiy for 
whofe fole benefit, thefe feveral Charities are 
eftablifhed, may be fully acquainted with all 
that is granted' and given to them in the ori- 
ginal Deeds of thefe Foundations ; both as to 
the nature, place and value of the Eftates, and 

the 



the ieveral ufca to which they are appoint- 
ed. 

That by this means they may become true 
and proper witneflcs of the right ufe, and 
application of theie Charities } and alfo be 
enabled how to complain^ and where to feek 
for redrefs, if in after times any mifapplication 
of them (hould happen. 

For as thefe Foundations have their full, legal 
authority, and unchangeable nature from their 
being fettPd flridtly according, to the lafl Sta- 
tute of Mortmain^ and enroll'd in his Majefty's 
high Court of Chancery in the time and 
manner, as that Statute diredts } fo if in any 
future Age, they fhoiild be either in part funk, 
or raifapply'd, a ipecdy and certain relief may 
be always had by an appeal to that Court.

Mrs. Ht^cbefm afterwards cboiigbt a .ibhool- 
hou& iot the mafter, buUt a fchool, Aod^four 
little tenements adjoining to it, for the feparate 
habitation of four ancient and poor widows 
chofen out of the town oi King's-^Cliffej with 

a weekly allowance.

full cloathing of fourteen poor girls of the 
town of Kin^i^Cliffe^ was fet up by Mr. William 
Law in &e year of our Lord one thoufand 
&ven hundred and twenty (even^ with a falaiy 
for a miftrefs well qualified to inflruft them in 
reading, knitting, and every ufeful kind of 
needlework. 

He hath fince built afchool houfe and fchool, 
and alfo two little tenements adjoining to the 
fchool, to be inhabited feparately by two poor 
antient unmarried women, or widows of the 
town of King's-Cliffe^ with a weekly allowance 
hereafter mentioned. 

For the perpetual fupport of thefe charities. 
He, the faid William LaWy hath convey'd for 
ever in truft, to George Lyrm of Soutbwick, to 
Donatus Obrien of Blatbernvick^ to William Pain 
King of Fine/badey Efqrs. and to the Reverend 
Chambers Bates of Eajimy to the Reverend Wil^ 
frid Piemont Redor of King's-Cliffey to "Thomas 
Jack/on of Duddington^ Gent, and to George 
Law of Morehay^ Gent.

years of age, is capable of being eleCled to be 

a aujlrtf$ of the fchool.

(4.) In a vacancy of a mafter or nuftrefs every 
truftee has an equal and abfolute right of oflbr«* 
ing a candidate at the time of the eleftion. 

(5.) The eleftion of a mafter or miftrefs is 
to be as fpeedy as is found to be convenient^ 
not exceeding) if poflible, three weeks ftom 
the time of the vacancy. 

(6. J When two or three, or any number of 
perfons properly qualify'd, are propofod by the 
truftees, the ^ledipn i^ always to be made .by 
ballots

(7.) No eledion of a mafter or miftrefs to 
be ballotted ktj is to be made unlefs four, or 
three at the leaft of the truftees be prefcnt at 
the ballot^ and unlefs the reft of the truftees 
have had iufficient nodce of the day appointed 
for the election.

' (9-) The falary fettled upon the mafter for 
teaching eighteen boys is twenty pounds . a 
year, free from all taxes, parifh rgtes, and all 
expences for keeping his houfe in repair. The; 
falary is pundtually to be paid by four quar- 
terly payments, at the four great quarters of 
the year, five pounds at each quarter-day. And 
every Lady-day quarter he is to be paid thirty 
(hillings over and above his quarterly pay- 
ments, to buy firewood for the fchool. 

^ (lo.) The falary fettled upon the miftrefs 
for teaching fourteen girls is ten pounds a 
year, to be paid by quarterly payments as the 
mafter's above-mention'd, and at the Lady-day 
quarter, (be is to receive thirty (hillings over 
and above that quarterly payment, to buy fire- 
wood for the fchool. 

( 1 1 .) If the mafter or the miftrefs (hall be. found 
taking in, or teaching in their re(pedive fchools, 
any other fcholar or fcholars, than fuch as are 
of the foundation, and put in by the truftees, 
then twenty (hillings for every fuch fcholar, 
ihall be deduced from the falary of the maft^ 
or miftrefs fo offending ; and if the fame offence 
is afterwards committed again, fuch mafter or 

miftrefs

miifa'eft k forthwith to be removed^ and aao^ 
ther choTen ia hk or her ftetd. 

(12.) If a xnafter of a miftrefs ihall be found 
to negledt the daily buiinefs of the ichool^ or 
fufFer the fcholars to abfent themfdves from 
it» If any thing fcandalous is ifufficiently proved 
upon either of them> or if they be not of a 
perfc6Uy fober,. decent, and chriftian behavi- 
our, and of good example to the children, the 
truftees are earncftly requefted not to fuffer 
the continuance <^ fuch a mafter or miftrefs. 
A more pious and virtuous education of the 
children, th^i that of a common fchool, be- 
ing the one great end, chiefly intended by thde 
Foundations. Which end muft be fruftrated^ 
unlefs it be an unchangeable rule, conitantly 
to difcharge the mafter or the miftreTs as &oa 
as they fall into any fcandalous irregularity of 
life, and ceafe to give good example to the 
thildren. 

{13. J The mafter, or the miftreis, is notta 

be removed or difcharg'd from their offioe, hot 

by fuch a number of tr^ilfiees, and fuch notice

<IJ npHE Rei^or of Kin^s^Cliffe for tl:c 
^ time being, is always to be a 
trtiftce. As foon as he is indtided imo the 
living of King'sXliffe^ and enters upon bis 
foA r^fidence, he has i right to claim an ad^ 
ttaffiovL mto the tfttft.

^2rf) The future truftees are to be conftintly 
and for ever, chofen out of the neighbouring 
Gentry and Clergy, not more than four miles 
diftance from King's-Cliffe.

put in more than two, till every truftee has 
put in the fame numt>er.

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(^.) Tht agent for the truftees is to keep' 

a regifter bound, book of the names of the

children, their age, the time of their entrance 
and by what truftee they were put into the 
fchool. His buiinefs is, to receive the rents> 
make the weekly and other payments, provide 
every thing waited in the fchools, and obferve 
the fame method of cloathing the children 
as has been hitherto pradis'd. At the gene- 
ral audit, the week after Eafter, he is to lay 
his accounts before the.truftees. to be examined 
and pafs'd by them. 

(5;) The fiirplufs of money at every audit,, is 
either in part to be reietv'd for occafional 
demands, or the whole to be difpos'd of to 
fuch ufes, as the truflees at their annual au- 
dit,, (hiaU pleafe to appoint; only under this 
reflridkion, that fuch money cannot be diipos'd 
of any other way, but for the fole ufe and 
benefit of fome, or other of the members of 
thefe two foundations. 

(6.) All orders made by the truftees at their 
audit, are to be entered into a book by the 
agoit Ini their prefence, that at their next 
meeting, ihc obfervance of fuch orders may

Butj N.B. No fuch tradefman, nor any

(8.) The namea of the women that »te ad- 
mitted by the truftees, as qualify'd, are each of 
them to be written feparately in a bit a paper^ 
folded in the fame form, and fealed up.

The other fmall library coniifting of Hebrew, 
Greek, and Latin Bibles, and a choice col- 
ledtion of the moft fpiritual Chriftian writers 
in the learned and foreign langua^s, is alfo to 
be under the care of the fchool-mafter, for 
the ufe and benefit of the peighbouring Clergy, 
to whom any -of thefe bodks oiay be lent, but 
for no longer time than three tnonths.— And 
the Redtor of King'sJCliffe is deiired to infpeft 
the regifter'd account of the books lent out^ 
every quarter of the year, that any matter 
to be complained of, may be laid before the 
truftees.

N.B. Such an appointment as this will be 
fufiident for keeping the truft full. 

But when it fhall happen^ that there are 
no more than three of the tfuite# TSbit^ to 
whom the eflates have been legally convejr'd, 
it is de£red^ that it may be an indifpenfabk ruk^ 
that then the ^eilates be legally conveyed to 
the other truftees^ who have been taken in 
only as aflbciates^ and partners in the govern- 
ment and magement of the charities. And 
this is always and conflantly to be done to 
pcevent aMerger, otherwife it may come to 
pafsy that the legal eftates and the trufi might 
be in different hands^ which might be pro- 
ductive of many inconveniencies. 
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
